Ard the situation might even have 
been worked out to the satisfaction of all concerned, had it not 
been for intervention by the Federal government, in sending fed- 
eral marshals and troops to the troubled area to take over the 
Mississippi “crisis” as it has been called. : 

As far as the colored race is concerned, we have nothing against 
them. but we do believe in segregation. There has never been any 
trouble in our community along these lines and as long as some 
outsider does not interfere we don’t believe there ever will be. 


The two races have always gotten along well here. And as far as 
friendship is concerned some of our friends are members of the 
colored race. 


Senator Stennis, in one of his weekly reports to the people of 
Mississippi, sums up the situation very well. Here is whet he says, 
and we quote: i 

After the tragedy at Little Rock, it is shocking, to me, that con. 
sideration would be given, even for a moment, to the use of troops 
The Meredith case, now pending in Mississippi and in the Federal 
courts, is strictly a civil matter, and all the proceedings in con- 
nection with it should be confined to the civil authorities. The Fed- 
eral government was not a party to the suit. The suit was between 
University of Mississippi. But 
somewhere along the line, after the case reached the Supreme Court 
of the United States, the Attorney General intervened, so he said, 
as amicus curiae. It may be that he was requested by the court to 
intervene; 1 do not know as to that. I have before me an excerpt 
from the New York Times. If it is correct, the court in New Or- 
leans suggested such an intervention in Mississippi, even before the 
Department of Justice itself thought of acting in such a way.” 

“There is no need, of course, fo review the tragedy of Little 

Rock. Many legal authorities firmly believe that the use of Federal 
troops in that case was contrary to the Constitution and the laws 
enacted by Congress. After Little Rock, I made an exhaustive study 
of the legal authorities, and came to the conclusion that the use 
of troops was absculutely iNegal. I pointed out in an 
the Mississippi State Bar Convention on May 30, 1958, that the 
action of the President in that case was without statutory or consti- 
tutional authority. Futhermore, I said. then that civil remedies 
should be used in civil cases; and I said that military power for 
any domestic purpose should never be used in the absence of clear 
authorization by Congress, if such power is to be used at all. Of 
course, Congress has not authorized the use of troops in any case 
of this kind, and I seriously doubt that it would ever even consider 
the question.” 
. In Mississippi, more people of two different races are living 
under one government in peace and harmony than can be found any 
where else in the world. No other situation rivals it or comes any- 
where near to comparing with the situation which exists in Miss- 
issippi: And until all the outside agitation began, the utmost peace, 
harmony, good will, and cooperation existed in Mississippi without 
exception, in day-to-day Christian living. I believe that no situation 
can be found anywhere else in the world to excel ours.”

The federal government has ac- 
quired title to 148.79 acres of land 
for the Mississippi Test Facility ` 
through court action, it was an- 
nounced by O. B. Moore, project 
manager of the Corps of Engineers 
real estate project office in Bay 
St. Louis. 


A “Declaration of Taking” was 
filed on September 25 in the 
United States District Court for 
the Southern District of Miss. 
issippi, Biloxi Division. At the 
time of filing, $136,520 was de- 
posited in the registry of the 
court representing the Govern- 
ment’s estimate of just compen- 
sation for the taking of the land 
for the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration project. 


The court action resulted from 
inability of the Government and 
the landowners to reach agree- 
ment as to land values in some 
cases, and because of defective 
title conditions in other instances, 
The action is an effort on behalf 
of the Government to secure an 
impartial and equitable resolution 
by the Court of the differences 
of opinion as to values and to 
make funds available to the land- 
owners. 


All of the lands in the court 
proceedings are located in Han- 
cock County in the area where 
outright title is to be acquired. 

This area is sometimes referred 
to as the “fee” area or test site 
itself. This is the first court action 
or condemnation proceeding-. to 
actually acquire title to the land. 
(A prodeeding filed in federal 
court on October 25, 1961 merely 
established the limits of the pro- 
ject.) 

Several more “cofidemnation as- 
semblies” are beifig processed 
for early filing. Announcement of 
each filing will be made. The U. S. 
Marshal will serve the landowners 
with notice of the proceedings.

These retarded persons in our midst are of different 
levels of mentality. Of the estimated total of 435, 12 
to 15 are severely retarded. Approximately 60 of the 
retardates are not so severely afflicted and these can 
learn very simple tasks-how to feed themselves, keep 
themselves clean, dress themselves. But the largest 
percentage of our retarded are only slightly afflicted. 
They range all the way from those who can barely 
read and write to borderline cases who seem much 
like normal persons but simply appear dull or slow. 
There are approximately 350 in Hancock County who

Footbal time is here again. All

Careful coaching 
enables the players to perform 
better and thus become less prone 
to injury. Coaches now are more 
than ever before alert to methods 
of safeguarding their players from 
injury.

Pro- 
per equipment and facilities, also, 
are important to reduce injuries.

BISHOP GEROW 
LAUNCHES NEW 
VOCATION PROGRAM 


A new Catholic Adult Educa- 
tion Program for Vocations to the 
priesthood and sisterhood is be- 
ing launched this week in the Dio- 
cese of Natchez. Jackson, it was 
announced today. 

Sponsored by Most Rev. Richard 
Oliver Gerow, Bishop of Natchez- 
Jackson, and directed by Rev. 
John Scanlon, Director of Voca- 
tions for the diocese, the program 
will be operated on a “parish 
saturation” basis. All adult parishi- 
oners attending Mass in the Catho- 
lic churches of the area are being 
given an attractive, fully illus- 
trated, four-color booklet titled 
Parents”. You have the Church’s 
future in Your Home.” Another 
booklet, to be distributed in Oct- 
ober, is titled “Questions Parents 
Ask About Vocations”. 

These are the first in a series 
of ten booklets which will be dis. 
tributed at the rate of one a 
month from September through 
June, designed to alert Catholic 
parents to every aspect of voca- 
tion problem, and to answer their 
questions. 

As the booklet points out, the 
Catholic population of the country 
has increased more than 47% 
during the past ten years alone. 
Vocations to the priesthood and 
the religious life are increasing, 
but not at the same rapid rate. 
This is causing concern to those 
looking toward the future develop- 
ment of the growing Church in the 
Diocese of Natchez-Jackson, and 
in America. 

The new “saturation” 
program is designed to 
this imbalance and to increase 
vocations in proportion to the 
population growth. It is addressed 
to parents in whose hands, Bishop 
Gerow feels, rests the power to 
encourage or discourage voca- 
tions among young Catholic people.
